Nearly All the Answers to His Circu- 
lar Letter Favored the Measure 
and He Believes Both Par- 
ties Wil Indorse It.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 30.—Gov. 
Stephens at noon to-day decided not to call 
a special session of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. 

The Governor issues a statement assign- 
ing his reasons for this conclusion. In it, 
he says that he has received replies to his 
letter of. inquiry from 100 Representatives 
and 28 Senators, all of these, with two ex- 
ceptions favor the enactment of a law 
taxing franchises. 

Thirty-five Representatives and five Sen- 
ators favor an extra session and 27 Repre- 
sentatives and 13 Senators oppose it. 


In his statement the Governor, after re- 


ferring to his letter to members of the 
Legisiature for their views ou a special ses- 
sion, says: 

‘One or two Republicans and well-known 
assistant Republicans who have masquer- 
aded as Democrats, felt this afforded them 
an opportunity to play to the galleries, and 
after ‘answering’ my letter, which I en- 
make polite and respectful, 
ave their answers first to the newspapers. 
fhese well-known obsiructionists and wags 
forwarded me replies which could well be 
termed gaseous, intangible myths, intended, 
I presume, to deceive and confuse not only 
myself, but their own constituents, after 
they had procured their publication in their 
home papers. I regret to find these mem- 
bers have grown neither wiser nor better 
since the adjournment of the Legislature. 
“But the great majority of the gnembers, 

uf, in the 
exigencies of this crisis, has forwarded me 
manly and helpful replies, for which I am 
grateful. They appreciated the fact that the 
question of franchise taxation is now one 
of the greatest and most important ques- 
tions of taxation before the American peo- 
ple for their consideration and is attract- 
ing almost universal attention.

NEW SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY 


Apparatus Devised Which Renders 
Dumb the Nerves in Any Given 
Area by Flow of Electric Currents,

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. ®.—Anaes- 
thesia from electricity was one of the scien- 
tific discoveries discussed before the Amer- 
ican Scientists’ Association here. Prof. Ed- 


ward W. Scripture of Yale read the paper 
which told of this new result. 

In a word, he has devised an apparatus 
which renders dumb the nerves in any giv- 
en area, simply by the flow of electric cur- 
rents. In this way operations can be per- 
formed without subjecting the patient to 
the dangers of unconsciousness and yet 
rendering him insensible to pain. 

“I worked on the apparatus for years,” 
said Dr. Scripture, “before I succeeded in 
yey 4 results | was so eager to obtain.

troducing an electric current and thereby 
rendering it dumb for the time being. In 
this way it is _ to perform an oper- 
ation painlessly.

The close of the eighteenth century 
saw the infant republic presenting a 
united wurlike front to a powerful 
nation, that in its struggle for free- 
dom had been its ally and friend. 
The close of the nineteenth century 
sees the same republic, now grown 
the mightiest power on earth, at war 
with a@ weak, far away, half civilized 
power. And as the first army was 
small, so also is the last one. Limited 
space forbids a history of the United 
States Army in these pages. It was 
but little over 2000 strong in 1800. In 
18056 by law it consisted of 2782 officers 
and men, in 1812 of 6744 officers and 
men of the regulas, and a very’ inde- 
terminate number of volunteers and 
militia. At the close of this war its 
permanent strength was cut down to 
10,000 officers and men. It was again 
decreased in 1821, and then increased 
in 1845. During the Mexican war it 
consisted of 26,000 regulars and 75,000 
volunteers. It was less than 14,000 
regulars in 1861, but in less than four 
years thereafter it had developed into 
the mightiest engine the world had 
ever seen. Its strength had grown to 
over 1,600,000 officers and men. But 
again in 1867 it was cut down to 44,000, 
and once again in 1870-1871 to 30,000.

PECULIAR WEATHER SIGN IN A 
NEW YORE TOWN. 


WHISTLES HEARD FOR MILES. 


Only When a Storm Is Brewing Does 
the Sound Come to Inhabitants 
of Lordville. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Lordville, in this 
State, has a natural weather guage of its 
own. It belongs to the community at 
large and it is confidently consulted by 
every inhabitant. No resident of Lord- 
ville has need of a glass tube to foretell 
the weather, for store barometers some- 
times lie, and Lordville’s has never yet 
been known to fail. Whenever one of the 
citizens wants to know absolutely and be- 
yond question whether or not there ts go- 
ing to be a storm, he merely walks down 
to the Delaware riveg and listens to the 
trains on the Ontario and Western rall- 
road, the nearest point of which is fully 
eight miles distant. If he hears nothing 


idea of the feasibility of obtaining our city 
water supply from the Mississippi River 
above the mouth of the Illinois River.

Reputable people who have investigated 
the matter report that the sounds come 
‘from a certain curve on the road near Fish 
Eddy, which is on the east branch of the 
Delaware River.

-planation is that undoubtedly the wind 
must be in the right direction, and the pe- 
eculiar climatic conditions that prevail while 
a storm is brewing must be present. The 
sounds seem to pour down through the air 
from no particular direction, and manifest 
themselves in a comparatively narrow 
piece of territory on the north bank of the 
river. Like all other trustworthy barome- 
ters, Lordville’s is graded, and the violence 
and duration of the storm may be predicted 
by the distinctness of the sounds. It is as- 
serted that before the blizzard of 1888 one 
could hear the trains clearly, and that the 
exact language of every brakeman could 
be made out. The correspondent is eager to 
add, however, that he believes that local 
pride in the phenomenon has somehow got 
mixed up with this statement. 

At the store convention held at Lordville 
recently the matter came up for informal] 
discussion. The oldest inhabitant said that 
the phenomenon was even more marked 
before the forests were cut down. At one 
time, he said, pepere near Lordville could 
hear the men of the lumber camps at work 
at various points at the east branch. After 
the disappearance of the forests the sounds 
were not reproduced with such distinctness.

“In my cpinion the whole polloy of re- 
quiring the public funds to be kept in 
the treasury is wrong. Thai is where the 
reform is needed. When the Government's 
reverues exceed Its expenditures there is a 
daily drain on the money supply of the 
country and a constant accumulation of idle 
money in the treasury. 

*“‘No other important nation pursues such 
a policy and if our state and municipal gov- 
ernments followed the Federal Government 
in this respect it is obvious that the funds 
that would be available for business pur- 
poses would be diminished and their volume 
excecdingly unreliable.”’

Will Not Prosecute Railways 
Under Anti-Trust Law. 


DENIES PETITION OF SHIPPERS. 


ANSWERS INTERSTATE COM- 
MERCE COMMISSION AT LENGTH. 


Inasmuch as New Classification of 
Freight Was Not Compelled by 
a Combine, He Says, He Can 
Take No Action. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Griggs to-day returned to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission the transcript 
of the evidence taken at a hearing before 
the commission last week in the matter of 
the new freight classification, with a view 
toward action by the Attorney-General un- 
der the anti-trust law, if his judgment 
should warrant such action. The Attorney- 
General's letter says: 

“It appears that on the 8th inst. the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ordered 
an inquiry with respect to certain changes 
in freight classification made by official 
Classification No. 20, which is to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1900. At the conclusion of the testi- 
mony taken at the hearing on tne Zlst and 


22d imst., certain protesting shippers re- 
quested that a transcript of the proceedings 
be transmitted to the Attorney-Genera:, 
claiming that a vio.ation of the anti-trust 
law had been shown. Accordingly, you 
have transmitted copies of officiai ciassi- 
fications No. 19 and 20, a copy of the order 
for the hearing, a transcript of the pro- 
ceedings and a copy of the resolution and 
petition of certain shippers. You express 
no opinion on the matter, but properly ieave 
me to determine wisether the facts shown 
warrant me in apply for an injunction 
to restrain the operations of the new 
classification on the ground that in aJdopt- 
ing it the railroad companies violate@l the 
anti-trust law. : 

“The interstate commerce act went into 
effect in 1887. To compiy with its provisions 
it was necessary for the railroad compa- 
nies operating in the same territory to s.m- 
piity their freight c.ass.fication. Accord- 
ngiy at a convention of the railroads a 
committee was appointed to prepare an of- 
ficial classification and submit it to the 
companies for their adoption, This wae 
done and an official class.fication was 
adopted which was filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and went in to effect 
April 1, 1887. Since that time nineteen offi- 
cial classifications have been prepared, sub- 
mitted to the railroad companies, adopted 
and filed. During the ¢urrent year two 
classifications were filed—No. 18, February 
1, 1899, and No. 19 (now in foree), July 1, 

. dt appears from the testimony taken 
before you that this official classification 
is substantially, by the carriers oper- 
ating in that part of the United States 
north of the Ohio and Potomac Rivers and 
east of the Mississippi River. There is an 
official classification committee composed 
of fourteen railroad officers from different 
sections. This committee meets on the cail 
of its chairman y eer the-request of three 
members. At its ges 3 suggested changes 
are considered. Such changes as the com- 
mittee with substantial unanimity recom- 
mend are noted by the chairman and incor- 
porated into a new official classification 
which is then submitted to each company 
for individual action. Sixty railroad com- 
panies thus independently pass upon the 
classification. They ear | their adoption 
to the chairman who, after the official 
Classification has been thus adopted, fi.es it 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in compliance with the law. 

“The legality of the method of prepar- 
ing, adopting and filing the official classi- 
fication has never before been questioned 
nor indeed was it questioned in the com- 

laints leading to your order of the &th 
nst., which were at the changes made 
are ‘discriminating and wrongful,’ and will 
subject such peers and shipments in 
the territory affected to unreasonable 
charges and unjust discrimination and un- 
due lg wee and disadvantage. 
“The hearing was held to permit the car- 
riers to explain to the shippers the rea- 
sons for the proposed changes with a view 
to an amicable adjustment of the differ- 
ences. During the course of the testimony 
it was eo Ey suggested that your com- 
mission had no power to take official ac- 
tion at that time, but that after the clas- 
sfication had gone into effect it would be 
open to shippers to make forma] com- 
plaint involving the remedy provided for 
unreasonable rates and unjust discrimina- 
pope by the interstate commerce law. 
During the course of the hearing the ship- 
pers who were present protesting against 
the changes requested the carriers to post- 
pone the time for the official class‘ficatton 
to take effect for 60 or 90 days. This request 
was refused, the carriers insisting in ef- 
fect that the changes could oniy be deter- 
mined .by experience, and stating they 
would be quite willing to consider com- 
plaints and correct changes which. practi- 
cal operation should prove to be unjust, 

“Tt was after this request for a postpone- 
ment had been refused that some of the 
shippers presented to the commission the 
resolution and petition which you have 
transmitted. This resolution recites that 
whereas the changes made by the new of- 
ficial classification by increasing less than 
car-load rates over car-load rates would 
frequently inure to the benefit of the large 
shippers and to the detriment of the small 
shippers; and, wherea‘@A” postponement of 
their operation has been refused, there- 
fore the shippers petition the commission 
to lay the testimony before the Attorney 
General in order that he may take action 
under the anti-trust law to prevent the 
official classification from going into opera- 


tion. 

“In your communication, after transmit- 
ting the testimony and prone which show 
the facts above detailed, you say:

be put upon interstate commerce. The fil- 
ing of an official classification does not fix 
the rates. It places articies in certain 
classes but the rates for the classes are de- 
termined by tne railroad companies outside 
the classification. If a rai.road company 
maintains the existing rates the change of 
an article from a lower to a higher class 
will increase the rate, but from aught that 
appears in this testimony every railroad 
company using the classification is at lib- 
erty at any time to change the existing 
rates upon giving the notice required by 
the Interstate Commerce act. oreover, 
each railroad company is free to take any 
article out of the existing classification by 
making a commodity rates.

“The Transmissouri and Joint Traffic As- 
sociation cases afford no precedent for the 
action requested in this casa of 
these associations was formed by a con- 
tract, under which the companies selected 
a central authority to fix or maintain 
rates. There was an absolute suppression 
of competition, The power 6f independent 
action was destroyed. No company could 
change a rate fixed by the ma ers of the 
association without subjecting itself to a 
penalty. 

“If the testimony submitted showed a 
combination among the railroad companies 
to restrain commmerce among the several 
States I would not hesitate to invoke the 
remedy provided by the anti-trust law, but 
to take such action upon the faith of the 
facts submitted would not only be futile, 
but absurd. If there be a remedy for the 
complaining shippers it lies in an appeal 
to your commission under the interstate 
commerce law.

EXAMPLE SEEN AT KIAQUCHAW. 


NEARLY ALL REVENUE COMES 
FROM REAL ESTATE. 


Nobody Allowed to Secure More Prop- 
erty Than Is Absolutely Necessary 
for Conduct of the Business 
- in Which They Engage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—At th 
when all questions concerning the ent 
and the governmental policies to pur- 
sued in the development of that region are 
of extreme Interest to the general pubile, 
the Post-Dispatch has sought to secure 
definite information from the vest official 
Seurce. 

The Germans have entered upon the most 
far-reaching programme. Their possessions 
aré not only upon the Asiatic mainiand, 
but include scattered islands of great strat- 
egic and commercial importance, The 
trade regulations and advantages of the 
German ports are, therefore, of the wt- 
most importance. 

Dr. Theodore Von Holleben, at the re- 
quest of the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
gives the following clear synopsis of the 
German commercial projects in the Orient, 
based upon official publications: 

“The settlement of Kiaouchow, upon the 
the Chinese mainland, may be accepted 
as the example and guarantee of German 
good faith and the German purpose to de- 
velop the commercial opportunities and ad- 
vantages of ghe Orient, not only on & 
sound business basis, but in a spirit of gen- 
erosity toward all the world. 

“Kiaouchuw was opened to the wunre- 
stricted commerce of all the world Oct. 3, 
1898. The idea was not to develop this set- 
tlement for the sake of its agricultural 
possibilities. These interests were subor- 
dinated to its use as a depot and theater 
of commercial industry. 

‘His Imperial Majesty, the German Em- 
peror, decided that Kiaouchow should be 
created and administered upon scientific 
lines. The idea was to seure the widest 
possible range for individual energy and at 
the same time the most direct and self- 
regulating control of unnatural license. 

“Therefore the administration of the port 
was instructed to secure control of all the 
real estate within the boundaries of the 
concession, in order that it might be dedi- 
cated and devoted to commercial industry. 

“At the outset two economic dangers 
were to be feared, one that the Chinese 
residents would become rapacious to gain 
the advantages of increased prices for their 


land and the other that foreigners would 
buy up large tracts and hold them for 
speculative values. 

“The first was obviated by immediately 
Pnaying to the natives a fair option for the

“The land then being in the hands of 
the new owners, it was divided and sub- 
divided, according to its adaptfbility for 
residential or business purposes. Persons 
desiring to purchase land were required to 
state and define their necessities and the 
uses to which it was to be put. The land 
was then opened fo sale at public auction. 

‘"The first buyers were restricted in their 
purchases to the amount of real estate 
reasonably necessary for the business in 
which they would engage. Upon this figure 
as a basis an annual ground rent or ground 
tax of 6 per cent was to be paid in llew 
of all other taxes. Every three years there 
is to be a new assessment, but the rate 
of taxation is fixed at 6 per cent upon the 
assessed value. 

“In order to discourage a natural specu- 
lation in rea! estate values, and thus creat- 
ing a trade which would operate as a 
burden upon commercial industry, it is pro- 
vided that when any holder of real estate 
sells his tenure one-third of any increase 
over the previous assessed value shall go 
to the State. 

‘In cases where the same persons hold 
property without sale or transfer for 2% 
years e increased value of the land by 
reason of causes not due to the ho'der’s 
persona) industry shall be ascertained and

Dr. Mech- 
nikoff, when interviewed by the Post-Dis- 
patch representative, said: 

“That English article makes me a char 


latan, which I am not. It is true we ara 
conducting some experiments at the Pas- 
teur Institute with a lymph which shows 
wonderful rejuvenating properties when 
tried on animals. . 

“Of course our ultimate purpose ts to 
retard the atrophy of those cells in the 
human body whose early decrepitude cause 
old age and death. But discovery and 
then certitude in this -line must necessar- 
ily be slow work, and it is preposterous 
at this stage to announce that we have 
discovered the secret of prolonging human 
ife. We feel so far from certainty yet 
that we don’t dare to experiment on hju- 
man beings. 

“But I have no hesitation in saying that 
Wwe seem to be on the right track.”’ 

Dr. Mechnihoff added that his next great 
Scientific discovery may be a serum which 
will feed the human cells so accurately that 
the average life and period of strength 
will be doubled or trebled. He added: 

“We don't say we have found such a 
serum. We, like other scientists all over 
the world, have long recognized the truth 
of the Brown-Sequard theory. Old age is 
abnormal and the possibility of prolonging 
life is an interesting problem. We, like 
some German and American colleagues, 
are doing what we can to solve it.”’

SEVERITY OF THE PRESENT CEN-

LONDON, Dec. %.—Conscription is im- 
possible in Ireland. That ig the severest 
fact in the military problem Great Britain 
must face when this war is ended, or per- 
havs before. 

By providing a military training for Irish- 
men, England would, it appears, merely be 
arming against herself a race which ad- 
mittedly produces the best fighting mate- 
rial her army possesses. This is the re- 
sult of the denial of home rule, 

The Ulster Orangeman, who as members 
of the rifle clubs sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment for the special benefit, include a 
considerable body of trained shots, have 
conspicuously refrained from volunteering 
for service in South Africa. 

It is gravély questioned whether “volun- 
teering’’ correctly describes the conditions 
under which a considerable proportion of 
the special levies is now being raised here 
for. service in South Africa.

MEAT UNFIT FOR DOGS 


Bad Beef Served to Soldiers on Board 
a Transport.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3¥.—One of the 
most startling stories in connection with 
the transport system between this port 
and Manila came to light to-day. 

Practically the entire Thirty-fifth Regti- 
ment, United States Volunteers, was pois- 
oned when two days out from Honolulu, 
on the way to Manila, dn the United States 
transport Rio de Janeiro, by eating putrid 
meat, 

Oct. 22 the regiment was served with a 
mess of beef. "The next day the men be- 
gan to show symptoms of ptonfaine pois- 
oning, and in a short time 394 were so vio- 
lently ill as to cause a consultation of the 
ship’s officers upon the advisability of put- 


ting back to Honolulu. 

The ship’s surgeon, Dr. C. Boone, Con- 
tract Surgeon Frye and the entire hospital 
corps worked heroically with the sufferers, 
and owing to their efforts there was but 
one death, that of Private Patrick Cleary, 
who died Oct, 24. 

The rest of the men reached Manila fh a 
ead condition and when the transport left 
on its return voyage they were just begin- 
nr to recover from the effects of the 

ison. 

On the day of Cleary’s death a thousand 
pounds of the putrid beef was thrown 
overboard. When the transport reached 
Manila 4500 pounds were dumped into the 
water. 

In discussing the matter Dr. Boone said 
that the source from which the beef came 
had not yet been learned, but that an in- 
vestigation would certainly be made.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—An epidemic of duel- 
ing has broken out among the officers of 
the German army. 

Several men had fought in Saxon¢ and 
the Thuringian states but, as nothing se- 
rious happened, public opinion was not 
aroused. During the Christmas holidays, 
however, two duels were fought with dead- 
ly results under circumstances of peculiar 
brutality. Three infantry lieutenants, 
Ernst, Kisslig and Schlabitz, were together 
in a cafe at Mulhamsen connected with the 
Apollo Variety theater. The officers grew 
excited over the merits of certain local va- 
riety artists. Schlabitz alleges that Ernst 
and Kisslig used insulting language to him 
and he challenged his two companions on 
the spot. 

In order that a certain amount of legality 
might be given to the proceedings Schlabitz 
informed his colonel what had occurred. 

The colonel convoked a court of honor of 
regimental officers, which court decided 
that Schiabitz had no alternative than to 
fight. 

The court decided the conditions of the 
duels as follows: A distance of 30 yards 
to be measured off. Schlabitz and Ernst 
were to take positions 30 yards apart and 
fire one shot. Should the shot prove in- 
effectual it was to be followed by others, 
each party moving two yards nearer. The 
second short, therefore, would be fired at a 
distance of 46 yards, the third at 42 yards, 
and soon. The firing to continue until one 
of the two parties was disabled. 

The morning after the decision of the 
court the three officers, with seconds, 
surgeons and several speetators, repaired 


to a pine wood in tthe neighborhood of Mul- 
hausen. Schlabitz and Ernst took up their 
positions. Nothing happened on the first 
and second shots, but at the third Ernst 
received a ball in the lower part of (3) 
leg, above the ankle, and fell. Ernst was 
removed by the surgeons. 

Kisslig then took Ernst's place. The first 
shot, at a distance of y , was inef- 
fectual, so was the second, at 84 yards, but 
at the next, 30 yar Kisslig’s pistol bullet 
pierced Schlabitz’s heart and the unfor- 
tunate man fell dead. 

Another duel with similarly disastrous re- 
suits is reported from a town in Bast Prus- 
sia, where a married officer named Stielow 
was shot dead by a brother officer. 
Stielow was shot through the abdomen, No 
particulars of the latter duel have yet been 
made public, but as of most duels among 
German officers, the people say ‘‘cherchez 
la femme.”’

OF A FINANCIER, 


Suggestive Facts in the Life 
Story of A. E. Stilwell. 


HIS CHAMPIONS ARE MANY. 


RAILWAY BUILDER AND PROMO. 
TER OF GREAT ENTERPRISES. 


Started 12 Years Ago as Life Insur- 
ance Solicitor; Rid Himself of Phys- 
ical Handicaps Through Chris- 
tian Science; Has Raised $60,- 
000,000 in Ten Years. 


KANSAS CITY, Dec. 30.—The turn-down 
of Arthur BE. Stilwell, who has just re- 
signed the presidency of the Guardian 
Company at Chicago, !s a surprise to that 
gentleman’s many admirers in Kansas City 
and the West, who regard him as one of 
the most skillful financiers in the country. 

They predict that he will not stay down 
long. 

The company was originally a Kansa 
City concern and was known as the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas Trust Company, 
with headquarters at Kansas City. Mr. 
Stilwell went to Chicago last spring and 


company and as the two steel wire mag- 
nates thought there was room in Chicago 
for another large trust company, the result 
was the removal of the company to this 
city with Mr. Stillwell as president. The 
capital stock was increased to $2,500,000 and 
the company claimed to have a surplus 
of nearly an equal] sum. 

The time of its removal there !t was 
stated in business circles that it was to cut 
a very wide swath and the financial stand- 
ing = the men interested seemed to war- 


rant the assumption. Large offices were 
rented, but since then little has been heard 
of it in the business world. The sequel of 
the fact that it has not become more of a 
factor is said to be found in the retirement 
of Mr. Stilwell, 

With the announcement in Kansas City 
of Mr. Stllwell’s withdrawal came an offi- 
cia) order directing that Frank B, Wil- 
cox, the company’s assistant treasurer, 
should take full charge of the Kansas City 
office. 

It is said that Mr, Stilwell, who is now 
in the will return to Kansas City 
about the first of next week and reopen 
his house here, from which he has been 
absent since the reorganization of the 
trust company—though he never formally 
relinquished his residence here. 


Twelve years ago Arthur E. Stilwell was 
a life insurance solicitor in Chicago—and 
a poor one at that. He had no more 
money thancwas necessary to meet his cur- 
rent expensés.\. Somet:mes he had scarce- 
ly enough ev or that. All he knew of 
a railroad w that it consisted of two 
tracks on which Wains ran. 

Then all at once there came a change. 
Stilwell, the poor |! insurance solicitor, 
became first, Stilwell, real estate Na- 
poleon, with a brand new system that 
peas like a ld mine. And soon after 
his again Stilwell, the real estate dealer, 
became a promoter and financier, w:th in- 
terests coveri thousands of miles and 
representing millions of dollars. He be- 
came the moving spirit in more than thir- 
ty big corporations. He organized the Mis- 
sourt, Kansas and Texas ust Company, 
—which grew and prospered wonderfully 
until two years ago it had offices in Kan- 
sas City, Philadelphia, New York, Bos- 

Amsterdam, ndon, Paris rlin, 
and Havre, and handl a fully 
capital of $1,250,000. with a surplus of 

350, besides. And Stilwell went into 
railroads, too, and soon controlled over 

miles of trunk line, created by himself 
He linked Kansas City with the Gulf o 
(Mexico by a railroad as near an air line 
as it can be, turned north and reached 
Omaha on his way to Manitoba, eastward 
and reached Quincy en route to Ch‘cago. 
He built towns, founded new industries, 
reclaimed tens of thousands of acres 0 
land to agriculture, opened mines, estab- 
Ushed lines of steamers and dug a ship 
canal seven miles long, wide and deep 
enough to accommodate the largest vessel 


oat. 

In less than six years this man, not #0 
years of age, by his own efforts, in the 
face of panics and every opposition imig- 
inable, raised over $60,000,000—and sunerin- 
terided its expenditure. To his credit, it 
is said, he is to-day by no means a r 
man, 

How has all this been brought about? 

To begin with, Mr. Stilwell is a man of 
fine presence. He is a big man, standing 
over six feet and weighing upward of 200 
pounds. He is handsome, too, and a mag- 
netic conversationalist. But all this is 
largely of recent years. Mr. Stilwell him- 
self. says that years ago he was very dif- 
ferent. He had the same big frame, of 
course, but until he was nearly 30 he was 
sickly and weak. He was constantly 
troubled by sore eyes and a humor that 
disfigured his countenance. 

But that was before he was attracted by 
the teachings of Christian Science. his 
cult of Mrs. dy’s he studied and ac- 
cepted its tenets. “I stopped drugging my- 
self,” he said. ‘The eruptions I had been 
troubled with disappeared. Mr eyes? Look 
at them.’” They are bright, clear pene- 
trating, yet kindly—blue-gray in color. I 
never wear glasses,"’ he went on.

At 19 
he was married and took Horace Greeley’s 
advice. He opened a small printing shop 
in Kansas City in 1879. It was located on 
Union avenue. In a few months his health 
failed and he returned to the East. 

After this he tried insurance. He first 
traveled as special agent for the Travel- 
ers’ Insurance Co, in Rhode Island and 
Connecticut. Finally, in he landed in 
Chicago and went to soliciting insurance.

THEY TRAVELED 7500 MILES. 


THEY HAVE GONE TO HELP THE 
BRITISH FIGHT. 


Interesting Story of a Long Voyage 
Toid by Capt. Owens, Commander 
of the British Steamship 
Montezuma. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La. Dec. B.—The 
British steamship Montezuma, which has 
just returned from» Cape Town, South 
Africa, where she took a load of more than 
1900 mules, has been chartered by the 
British Government and ordered to Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, to take on board the Second 
Canadian Volunteer Regiment, which has 
been accepted by the British Government. 
This command voiunteered its services 
some time ago, and it was only lately that 
their services were accepted. The Monte- 
zuma has ample room to carry over 2vw 
men, and the men from Canada will have 
pienty of room for comfort. 

In the future the big ship will be known 
as a government transport and wiil be used 
to move men and horses. She is one of 


the biggest ships in the Engiish service. 

The voyage of the Montezuma was one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
transports. She steamed over 7500 mules 
without once stopping her engines and 
averaging a running speed of 16 miies 
an hour. It took 29 days to make the 
voyage across to Cape ‘Town, but three 
days were lost on account of the heavy 
b.ow, and it only took 2% days for the big 
Suip to return. 

The Montezuma left this port Oct. 23. 
There were over 1900 mules loaded on board 
the big snip, Americans were em- 
ployed on the vessel to look after the un- 
ruly animals, For the first few days out 
the voyage was a most enjoyable one, but 
toward the fourth day the officers noticed 
quite a blow to the southward, and they 
housed all their canvas and ran under easy 
sail and slowed-down machinery. ‘The out- 
side of-this hurricane was passed in safety, 
and the ship heid her course, heading ai- 
rectly toward the point indicated in the 
compass. 

The waters of the tropics, in that season 
of the year, are filled with the most unex- 
pected biows, and the one which struck 
the big transport was uniooked for. ‘lhe 
wind came from the northward, with «a 
shower of rain and a heavy sweil. The 
sea rose so high, in fact, that it was neces- 
sary to close the air doors of the ship, 
which cut oft the air from many of the pvor 
mules. For fully #4 hours the gale b.ew, 
and the ship rolled and tossed lke a tq. 
Then the wind settled down and the sea 
smoothed away until it became as a pla.e 
of giass. The ship was not making a very 
rapid rate of speed, and when they heaved 
in sight of Cape Town the great transpor, 
and its energetic cargo were very active. 
The American mules showed the spirit of 
their breeding and made — a lively 
showing upon their arrival. hey were ali 
in exceilent condition, strange to say. 

Only thirty mules had been lost on the 
voyage over from America. When the 
ship sailed from this ea the very besi 
weather was predicted, but the vessei 
found that this was not the case in the 
West Indies. There was not the proper 
ventilation and many of the mules were 
made sick when the storm compelled the 
closing of the hatches. Some of these 
animals, especially those that were not 
well when sent on board, were seriously 
sick, and the officers found it necessary 
to kill fully twenty of the number. This 
sickness was the cause of the death rate 
being sod high. The dead mules were 
thrown overboard and the well animals 
flourished afterwards. Just as soon as 
the heavy weather passed the hatches 
were opened and the big ship rode along 
tained her vuiuable cargo towards the south- 
ward. . 

Owing to the heavy weather the vessel 
was delayed three ane A but the officers 
treated the animals with the utmost care. 
After getting across the line, the weather 
vecame good, and from the equator to Cape 
of Good Hope the sea was very smooth. 
When the big transport with its cargo at- 
rived in Cape Town there was quite an 
ovation. The city was filled with soldiers, 
and the harbor was crowded with trans- 
ports. There were ships from New Zealand 
with soldiers, big ships from Australia with 
regiments, and even ships from Canada 
with volunteers. The harbor presented a 
lively sight. There was energy everywhere. 
Arrangements were made to receive the 
American mules before the ship arrived. 
The Prah had reached Cape Town with a 
cargo of American mules before the Mon- 
tezuma, and these mules were in the very 
best of condition. Only a very smal] num- 
ber had been lost on the way, and the of- 
ficers commanding the port were highly 
pleased with the shipment. When the Hon- 
tezuma reached port and it was found that 
|of the 1900 animals on board only thirty 
, had been lost, the officers at once extended 
| the sincerest congratulationg to the officers 
| of the ship. 

A big transport from New Zealand was 
lying near the dock at the time, and the 
officerse commanding the port ordered this 
vessel away to secure the landing of the 
American mules, These American mules 
had made a very decided impression when 
a from the firet transport to ar- 
rive. he army officers realized that a 
mule which couid stand a sea voyage of 
28 days and be in condition to leave at 
once for a long trip acrosr the mountains 
was an exceptional eerv. "t. The mules 
were driven ashore at once, and put in a 
oy for a day. They seemed delighted to 

e on dry land once again, and acted like 
children in thelr frolics. However, this 
amusement was not long, for the next day 
they were sent out upon a railway journey 
which lasted 28 hours. Upon their arrival} 
at the front they were distributed, and 
now they are being used as pack mu.es, 
for mounted artillery, and for the wagon 
trains on the boundary line. The British 
officers are high.y pleased with the ani- 
mais, and consider them the best army

Mr. Lee has been a whole- 
sale grocer in Central Kansas for about 10 
years, and, as he says, has fought hot 
winds, lack of moisture, railroads and the 
Missouri grocers and made money at it. 
His present position !s anomalous. He is 
the purchasing agent of all the tobacco 
jobbers in the country and every jobber 
who buys trust tobacco must buy through 
Lee or get no commission. ‘‘This arrange- 
ment was a purely business, sensible one,” 
he said to-night. ‘““When I was a boy I 
remember my little sister getting up a club 
of children to buy candy because the more 
they bought the more they could get for a 
given amount of money.” 

“What will be your profit?’ 
commission, small as it ifs, will 


amount to $100,000 a year. I expect that 
much; wouldn’t have taken it in hand if I 
hadn’t. The tobacco business of this coun- 
try amounts to $450,000,000 a year. It grows 
with the growth of the country. fhen 
our new arrangement was put into effect 
there was kicking, particularly by the Mis- 
souri River jobbers, but they are all com- 
ing to see the matter in a business way.

BRADSTREET’S AND DUN’S RE-

Figures Show That 1899 Was a Record 
Breaker in Every Line of Indus- 
try and Uncle Sam Is Pros- 
pering.

“No correct report of failures in 1899 can 
be made until the year has closed. A ¢ol- 
lapse of speculation in copper stocks has 
swelled the aggregate at Boston alone over 
$18,000,000, within a few days, and might yet 
add to the fecord. The failures thus far 
reported are smaller in number than in 
any year since 1888, and smaller in amount 
of commercial liabilities than in any year 
since 1881. The aggregate of defaulted lia- 
bilities is $120,160,000, but nearly two-thirds 
of the banking :iabilities were added within 
a few days, the aggregate reaching about 
$20,900,000. The commercial Mabilities have 
been about $89,260,000, though exact returns 
for a few recent failures are not yet ob- 
tainable. 

“No other year except 1881, with defaulted 
liabilities of $81,155,982, and 1880, with $66,- 
752,000 have failures been as small since the 
agency commenced quarterly returns in 
1875. The average of iiabilities per failure 
is less than $9600, the smallest in any year

WITH EUROPE AT HER HEELS: 


sail 
England Looks Across the Atlantic for 
the Friendship That She 
Sorely Needs. 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—As the new year 
dawns Great Britain has the greatest army 
she ever put in the fleld held at bay by two 
of the smallest republics on the face of 
the earth, while at home, in spite of the 
large volume of trade and apparent pros- 
perity, her financial interests are in a state 
of instability not seen since the Baring 
crash. All Europe is yelping at her heels, 
and the necessity for America’s friendship 
is recognized on all sides. Papers and peo- 


jibe for America’s good will no longer make 
any attempt to belittle the desirability of 
‘“‘America,’’ says 
the Globe, usually humorous at the ex- 
pense of all things transatlantic, ‘“‘with a 
crop of 642,000,000 bushels, is especially in 
a position to help us.” 

The economic shoe already begins to pinch 
the military foot. Not very seriously, but 
enough to suggest grave cogitations as to 
what would happen if Great Britain were 
at war with a great power, The fact that 
the Government has chartered so many 
transports has resulted ina rise in the price 
of bread, while coal is rising by leaps and 
bounds to famine prices. It is such un- 
pleasant results as these that silence the 
scoffers at things American and induce 
such a vituperative publication as the 
Saturday Review to say: 

“The Americans have had their eyes 
opened to the possibilities of a fore.gn policy 


'and are taking a sounder, beside a cooler 


view of the situation. They are not less 
friendly to us than before, but the insincere 
element has been eliminated and has left a 
reliable substratum of good will.’”’ 
Which concatenation the S turday Re- 


‘view, under different circumstances, would 


doubtless have construed into damning evi- 


| dence of the insincerity of American friend- 


ship. 

it must not be inferred that this view is 
held by many of the sincere English friends 
of America, who now point to what they 
are pleased to term its great friendliness as 
proof of what they have always main- 
tained. 

With such a serious outlook for the com- 
ing year, it is hardly surprising that ar- 
ticles appear under the heading, “Are We 
Decadent?” and similar strains.

“There are virtually mo points of resem- 
blance in the cases of the American ves- 


sels loaded with meat and flour seized by 
the British in Delagoa Bay and the German 
mail steamer Bundesrath having on board 
a number of men, who were presumed to 
be Boer recruits. 

“It is held, however, that there are feat- 
ures of similarity between this latter case 
and that of the Trent, the British steamer 
seized by the Federal Government during 
the civil war. The point involved in that 
case was whether a diplomatic agent or an 
Ambassador could be regarded as contra- 
band of war, The decision finally reached 
was t they could not so considered, 
and subsequently they and the Trent were 
released... 

“The Bundesrath is a German ma!] steam- 
er sailing from a neutral port to a neutral 
port. Right there, however, the similarity 
ends. Under the international law code, an 
officer or an enlisted man bound on ship 
for a belligerent in war, no matter whether 
he comes or is going to a neutral port or 
both, is considered just as much a contra- 
band of war as a rifle or cannon. 

“The burden of proof, however, rests with 
the British in the case of the Bundesrath.

HOUSE BURNED OUT. 


PAPER 


Loss Estimated to Be $7000—One 
Fireman Injured and Another 
Had a Narrow Escape 
From Death. 


Fire in thé Insurance building at the 
southeast corner of Broadway and Olive 
street at 10:30 last night did damage es- 
timated at $7000. The fire started in the 
part of the building numbered 214 North 
Broadway, the first floor and basement of 
which is occupied by the Charles Dauern- 
heim Wall Paper Co, and this company was 
the principal loser. One fireman had a nar- 
row escape from serious injury. 

The fire was discovered by Policeman 
McCormick, who saw flames reflected in 
the back windows of the Laclede building. 
As soon as Chief Swingley arrived he 
turned in a second and then a third alarm, 


basement and at the rear of the first floof. 
It seemed to have started in the basemnt, 
@moke was coming from the second 
floor. 
windows, Ole Oleson of No. 6 track and 
anotier truckman ran up the ladder. The 
man ahead of Oleson reached the window 
and cMmbed in. Just as Oleson reached the 
top thé ladder slipped on the icy pave~ 
ment-and dropped from the window sill 
and crashed through the piate glass show 
window. Oleson managed to grasp tne 
sign, opposite the second-sto windows, 
and in that way saved himself from fal- 


we ude of smoke poured out thrdyeh the 
window broken by the ladder and or an 
instant the other firemen did not see Ole- 
eon hanging to the sign. When they did 
they ran a ladder up to-him and he came 
are a brisk fight of half an hour the 
firemen had the fire under control. It had 
gutted the basement and first floor and 
destroyed thousands of rolls of wall paper, 
but had done little damage on the second 
floor 


and P. 8. Bantz were scorched a 
None of the members of the firm could 


be found during the fire. Fire Chief Swing- 


ley estimated the damage at $7000. It is 
suppposed the company carried ample in- 
surance. The chief said he had no idea 
what caused the fire. 

Jean McDonald, foreman of Engine Com- 
any No, 23, was slightly injured by fall- 
ng glass. He went to the Dispensary in 
a buggy, had the injury dressed and re- 
turned to the fire. 

A feature of the fire that mystified spec- 
tators standing on Broadway was the de- 
scent of Fireman Placke of Company 6 into 
the basentent of the burning buliding while 
the fire was burning fiercely. yy a 
hemlet, somewhat like those used by div- 
ers, on his head, Placke was lowered into 
the cellar. His comrades played out to 
him a long hose that carrried air, pumped 
by a belllows through a long, wire-bound 
hose, to him. This tube did double duty, 
for a valve cut in near the bellows served 
as a speaking tube and enabled Placke to 
order from the firem’n outside whatever 
2 needed in combating the underground 
re, 

But the spectators didn’t know about the 
air pump arrrangement and they wondered 
how the fire laddy could escape being 
smothered in the dense clouds of smoke 
that rolled from the narrow hole cut into 
the basement wherein thé fireman had dis- 
appeared. It was an experiment and ap- 
peared to be satisfactory.

OPENING OF THE HOLY YEAR 


Mass Will Be Said at Midnight in All 
Catholic Churches by Permis- 
sion of the Pope, 


At 12 o'clock to-night mass will be held 
in Catholic churches the world over, ac- 
cording to permission granted by Pope Leo. 
In &t. Louis there are 69 Catholic chures, 
besides the Cathedral. There are also 
churches in Baden, Ferguson and other out- 
lying towns, At all of these at midnight 
sharp the mass will begin. 

This will be the gst midnight mass on 
record on the eve of the first day of the 
new centusy, for so Monday is recognized 
by the Pope. The last mass opening the 
holy year, which ts the first year of every 
century, was held in 1822 on account of the 
Napoleonic wars disturbing the country. 

The first holy year was in 1300, by the 
orders of Pope Boniface VIII. Pope Leo 
will have seen two holy years and the 
masses for them, being a boy when it was 
celebrated in 1822. 

All street car lines in the city will run 
cars late into the morning for the accom- 
modation of those wishing to attend the 
mass. The Suburban and Meramec cars 
will run a five-minute schedule until 2 
o’clock New Year’s morning.

In the year 18038 Robert Fulton, in the city of 
Paris, so far gained the confidence of Napoleon 
that a commission of the Academy was appointed 
to see an expemmental steamboat which Fulton 
had ready for exhibition on the Seine. Early 
in the morning of the. day assigned for that 
exhibition Fulton was waked in his chambers 
with the news that the boiler and engine had 
broken through the boat, and were lying at the 
bottem of the Seine. This. was_ the end of 
Napoleon’s interest. in steamboats, Fulton crossed 
to England, built some torpedoes for the English 
Government and with the money they paid him 
came to America, where, in 1807, with the assis- 
tance of Chancellor Livingstone, he sent the Cler- 
mont up the Hudson. There is a curious mem- 
orandum in poor Mackintosh’s diary of that year. 
He was in exile, as he thought, in Calcutta, and 
he writes: “An American has built a steam- 
boat which went from New York to Albany, 150 
miles, in 3 hours. At five miles an tour we 
are only a hundred days from Pngland. O, that 
we had been born a century later!’ In 1814 it 
was with the utmost difficulty that John Quincy 
Adams, who hated England, could push Mr. Gal- 
latin and Mr. Clay up to retaining the head 
waters of the Missouri and Mississippi as a part 
of the territory of the United States—so little 
did they apprehend that the steamboat of Ful- 
ton was going to open up those regions to civi- 
lization. We owe the great States of Wiscon- 
Nortbern Michigan, Iowa, Minnesota and the 
Dakctas to the pertinacity of Adams, and not 
t») any argument’which he was able to present 
as to the value of those territories. That value 
only appeared as the little steamboats of that 
dav ran against the current up Into those fer- 
tile regions, With the steamboat emigration 
from thé Wastern States to the Western States 
became easy. It was opposed steadily by the 
most intelligent people of the East, with the im- 
pression that the East would be exhausted and 
that the West would be worthless. 

In 1803 Napoleon was sure that he should go to 
war with England again. He knew very well 
that an English squadron would at once take 
possession of the mouth of the Mississippi 
River and that the French rights in Louisiana 
would cease in a moment. Napoleon wanted 
money, a8 great conquerors are apt to want 
money. He sent for the’ American Minister and 
sold Louisiana to him for fifteen millions of do!- 
lars. Livingstone, who received the proposal, 
accepted it with a promptness which shows that 
he was atruly great man. He wrote to Mr. Jef- 
ferson: “I Know that the price is enormous, 
but I have already made arrangements by which, 
if we wish, we can sell it to other parties and 
reserve to ourselves the city of Orleans, which is 
all that we need. I have told them that we 
shall not send one emigrant across the river in 
a hundred years."’ 

Our readers know how the pfrogress of the 
century has falsified this prophecy of the man 
who might have been called the wisest of Ameri- 
can statesmen at the time when it was uttered. 
Again, there was great opposition to giving the 
Government consent to the purchase, and for 
many years it was one of the standing accusa- 
tions against Mr. Jefferson that he had violated 
the Constitution by making it. To that purchase 
we owe it that we have any territory between 
the’ Mississippi River and the Rocky Moun- 
tains to-day. 

My object in writing these lines has been simply 
to show that when the century began no man, 
not the wisest’ had the slightest idea of the 
miracles whics it was t6 accomplish. I suppose 
that we are exactly in the same relation toward 
the twentieth century. But Ido not hagard much 
in saying that its victories are to be moral vic- 
tories. First, in our gigantic public schoo} sys- 
tem education, which ts one thing, Will take the 
place of inatruction, which is another thing and 
a very small thing. 

Second, the easy transmission of men and‘ wom- 
en from the parts of the world where they are 
not wanted to the parts of the world where they 
are wanted will increase, and will make the 
work! into one confederated nation. 

Third, this means that such plans as those 
proposed in The Hague conference will be 
wrought out tn detail. Precisely as the Supreme

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this century has witnessed appear to those 

who take note of them little less than 
miraculous. Tis change has been brought about 
in great part by women themselves, leaders of the 
sex within the sex; women who have keenly felt 
the disabilities imposd upon them by law .and 
custom, and who have valorously striven to win 
fur themselves and their fellows the outlook of 
a larger liberty and the inspiration of ‘a loftier 
interpretation of womanly duty. 

While, however, we, recognize the part which 
leading women have had in the enfranchisement 
of their sex, we cannot ignore the fact that | 
other and very powerful agencies have been at” 
work in the same direction. 

Noble men who have been the champlors of 
freedcm for their own sex have‘had the discern- 
ment to perceive that the requirements of justice 
apply equally to the opposite sex. If men are en- 
titled to the free use of their faculties, why have 
not women the same right? This question has 
been answered in the affirmative by John Stuart 
Mill in England ond by Wendell Phillips, Will- 
iam Lloyd Garrison and many another brave 
soldier of freedom on this side of the Atlantic. 
Mereover, tte drift and impulse of the century 
has been in this direction. 

I was a girl in my teens when Frances Wright 
came to this country to speak in pub.ic in be..a.f 
of “Women’s Rights.’’ The theme. ver 
and unpopuiar at that time, wag not more odious 
tu the general public than the agency which 
brought it forward. ‘“‘A woman speak in public? 
How improper! liow wholly unfeminine!’’ 

A few years later this voice was multiplied. 
Then and there rose up wemen who darei to 
clain: the public attention on the platform, and 
who succeeded in winning it. Ernestine L. Moss, 
Mrs Stanton, Miss Anthony and 
Anna Dickinson became known as able and 
eloquent speakers. Abby Kelly Foster, the 
Grimbe sisters and May Stone woke the old 
ectoes of New England to a new and brave mu- 
sic. Not with difficulty, not without perseverence 
were the triumphs of popular oratory won by the 
No one has established herself more solidiy 
on thia field than Mary A. Livermore, who, a 
medal scholar of a Boston public school, sought 
admittance to Harvard College more ttan 40 
years ago and was warned off as an innovator of 
a dangerous type. More fortunate, Lucy Stone 
put her pennies together and obtained a deck 
preseage to Cincinnati and a place among the 
pupits of Oberlin College. Even here prejudice 
weuld not allow her to read her own tre, * 
her graduativun, and, sturdy in her determination 
to speak for herself, she refused to allow it to 
be read at all. 

Early in the fifties Theodore Parker spoke to 
me of a letter written tim by two young giris 
in Northern New England. One of these asked 
permission to study theolbgy with him, the 
other desired to study law with Wendell! Phillips. 
F’arker was fully up to date regarding the woman 
question, but looked upon those proposals as 
quite wild and tmpracticable. George William 
Curtis, pleading in the same decade for the higher 
education of women, speaks of “that little needle” 
of the seamstress as standing between a multi- 
tude of women and the alternatives “ starva- 
tlon or degradation. — 

In ‘the early part of this siesiaihin century 
the bread-winnirig resources of women of the 
middle or higher class were limited to needlework. 
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At the period of whieh I speak even women of 
fortune possessed nothing individually after their 
marriage. The ring which promised to endow 
them with all the bridegroom's earthly goods 
really endowed him with all that. belonged to 
them, even to the clothes that they wore. Their 
children were not their own. The father could 
dispose of them as he might see fit. Under these 
circumstances an unborn child might be, and 
often was, willed away from its mother, who 
thus could oniy look forward to the pangs of 
meternity, not the dear companionship which is 
their sacred and natural reward. 

Much of this barbaric legislation is now wiped 
out, and that ip great part by the efforts of 
the advocates of woman suffrage. Married women 
now in most of the States retain their property 
rights, and those of them who earn money have 
an uldisputed claim to its use. The legal.re.a- 
tion of mothers to their children is much im- 
proved, thoug’a not yet everywhere what it should 
be. I have again and again been one of a depu- 
tation charged with laying before a State Legis- 
lature the injustice of the law which forbids a 
husband to make a business. contract with his 
wife, and of that which denies to a married 
woman thre right to be appointed guardian of her 
chiidren. We reasoned also against what in legal 
lai: guage is termed ‘‘the widow's quarantine,” the 
ordinance which forbids a widow to remain in 
her husband's house more than 40 days without 
paying rent, the widower in such case possessing 
an unlimited right to abide under the roof of his 
deceased wife. Finally, we dared. to ask that 
night-walkers of the male sex should be made 
liable to the same penalties as are incurred by 
wcmen for the same offense. Our bil! “passed 
the Legislature and became part of the laws of 
Massachusetts, 

Few achievements in our century a Leoar more 
wonderful in retrospect than that of s. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe in writing “Uncle Tonf’s Cabin.” 
T&e matter of her story was not hew. The 
abusé¢s of power which she chronjeleg were fa- 
miliar to many in the North as well.as at the 
Scuth. The touch vf genius so illumfmated and 
combined the materials of this simple narrative 
that the heart of the nation rose up ito protest 
against the outrageous wrong of slavery. This 
was the master key which unlocked the inner 
citudel of conscience and set in motion the forces 
of deliverance. For herself, she achieved high 
fame. Crowds of admirers ‘hung upon her steps 
in Ergiand. Peer and commoner vied in, doing her 
homage. | 

The proposal to render women eligible for serv- 
ice on the School Board was met at firet with 
derision and with serious disapproval. The late 
Abby W. May had much to do with the early 
consideration of this measure, and the work 
which finally resulted in its adoption had its first 
begirning in the parlors of the New England 
Women’s Club, where especial meetings were held 
in its behalf. The extension of the school suf- 
frage to women followed, after much | work on 
the hart of men and of women. Col, q W. Hig- 
gin ‘n, Lucy Stone and Mrs. all united

of its late superintendent, Mrs. Ellen C. Johnsos, 
has been one of power and beneficence united. 
A reepect for the humanity of her inmates made 
itself felt through all her dealings With them. 
Won by her gentleness.and guided by her firm- 
ness, surely many who had grievously offended 
left that roof determined to sin no more, The 
services of women on the police force have also 
been adopted in some of our cities, with very ex- 
cellent results. 

Mrs. Josephine EB. Butler led a forlorn hope to 
attack an infamous social ordinance and pre- 
vailed, simply thro ‘tif® energy and persist- 
ence with which s appealed to the public 
sense of justice and of decency. Florence Night- 
ingale in her very girlhood conceived the plan 
of an educated ministry* for the needs of sick 
and wounded, Resolved to make this the leading 
study of her life, the war of the Crimea found 
her prepared to bring into the fleld an army of 
trained nurses, and to make her name a glory 
for her country and for the world. The horrors 
of the war were sreafly mitigated by her labors 
and those of her sistants, and her example 
encouraged our own brave women when their 
turn came to follow in the wake of their soldiers 
with ready aid and comfort. On the evening of 
Oct. 1, In the year 1847, Maria Mitchell of Nan- 
tucket_ Gisecovered a telescopic comet, and was 
thereafter, enabled to make good her claim to 
the gold medal (of twenty ducats value) whicn 
the King of Denmark had offered in 1831 as the 
reward for sueh a discovery. 

Miss Mitchell was in due time appointed as pro- 
fessor of astronomy at Vassar College, where 
her instruction was held in great esteem and her 
person in great affection. 

S me thirty or more years ago two women's 
clubs were started, almost simultaneously, one in 
Beeston and one in New York. This novel de- 
parture was regarded with much suspicion and 
fear of evil consequences, but the women who 
took part in it so made good their cause that 
kincred associations gradually “sprang up and 
multiplied. And now a general federation of 
women's clubs extends over this whole country 
and binds togethes, its wide-apart regions in a 
feilowship fruitful of good-will and good works. 

In the autumn of the year 1870 the fatal folly 
of the Franco-Prussian war moved me to indite 
and publish a document calling upon women ali 
the world over to unite their efforts to promote 
the settlement of international difficulties by 
the peaceful method of arbitration. My dominant 
thought was that women, as the mothers of men, 
ajone knew the cost of human life, and that this 
fact gave them a sacred and indisputable right 
t» become the guardians of the world's peace. 

[ followed this appeal with some years of ear- 
nes’ correspondence, culminating in a visit to 
England, in which I embraced every opportunity 
of p.eading for the united efforts of women to 
the end already mentioned, .My dream was of 
a mighty and august congress of mothers, which 
should constitute a new point of departure 
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in the very London where I lifted up tA 
voice praying for such an assembly, 
Neve that this event, In whose

There will 
be a gradual yielding of the laws in recognition 
of ‘woman's improved position in all other de- 
pariments, but ‘here also “there never will be 
ccmplete equality until women themselves help 
to make laws and elect lawmaékers. In view of 
this indisputable fact advanced thinkers are 
agreed that the strongest efforts should be con- 
centrated upon securing the right to vote. 

Until woman has obtained that “right protect- 
ive of all other rights,’ this agitation must still 
g> on, absorbing the tinfe and energy of: our 
most efficient women. Who can measure the 
advantages which would result if their magnifi- 
cent abilities could be devoted to the needs of gov- 
ernment and society instead of being consumed 
in. the struggle to secure their birthright of in- 
divicual freedem—individual representation? Un- 
til this be gained we never can know, we cannot 
ever prophesy, the capacity and power of man, 
any more than of woman, for the uplifting of 
humanity. Under present conditions both have 
felled to reach their highest estate.

and the earth ‘yields her secrets of success and 
wealth to him _who pursues these objects in ac- 
cordance with her laws. Science furthermore 
can be conveniently. divided in its accepted sense 
into’ those departments on The ,one hand which 
aré pursued. for the. sake of knowledge alone and 
in onder to, penetrate further into the realm of 
the undiscovered; and on the other is science 
which is. pursued ag a means of livelihood or as 
a, vecation in which the laws of pure science are 
applied to an: industrial end. .

In the fiela of science, in which belongs the 
practice iat. Medicine and surgery, it is safe to 
say th Mineteenth century ‘has seen it all. 
Vaccin as proposed in 1796, and Hahnemann 
Heine ob Modifying theories with respect to 
the old practice of medicine during the years 17%6- 
1805. Anesthesia was first suggested in 41816 
in a practical way, although Davy had already 
investigated nitrous-oxide gas before this. The 
names of Morton, Ives and Simpson, presenting 
ether and chloroform, all belong to the first half 
The antiseptic treatment of dis- 
eases, wounds and lesions, and the theory’ of 
micro-organisms as the concomitants, or occasions 
of disease, .signalize this present century and its 
latter half. Mention need only be made of anti- 
toxine in. diphtheria cases, and the Work of Pas- 
teur- J 

The nineteenth century ‘will be remembered for 
its achievements in the field of industrial metal- 
lurgy.. It has seen the substitution of metals for 
many purposes tu which’ wood was formerly ap- 
pliea. It has seen the development of the rolling 
mill for producing merchant shapes of iron; it 
has seen the introduction of the Bessemer and 
open-hearth processes for making steel of all 
qualities upon a large scale. It has seen the 
substitution of steel for planking in ships, the 
substitution of steel for beams and posts in struct- 
ural engineering, and it has seen the production 
of steel railway rails at prices and in quantities 
which have permitted an intercommunication be- 
tween the different sections of this great land 
which would have been inconceivable at the be- 
ginning of the century. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the significance of this factor in the 
agricultural, “the\industrial, the social. and the 
political development of the United States and of 
the world. Time would fail to speak of the 


meaning of therintroduction into industry of the 


allcys which afe now so common and all of 
which belong te the century just closing. 

In the field of hydro-dynamics, or water power 
engineering, the century has seen the replacement 
of the great overshot water wheel, which would 
have been impracticable in many places, by the 
lighter, quick-moying turbine or impulse wheel. 
This has meant the possibility of a development 
of the energy-resident in falling water for in- 
dustrial punposes, such as the early part of the

only about one-tenth of the weight it will carry. 
In the application of motive power applied from 
power-houses to the operation of street ralhway 
systems this céntury has been pre-eminent and 
unleuve. The electric railway, the distribution of 
electric power and its reconversion by electric 
mctors, the cable railway and its_derivative, the 
elevator, whether operated electrically or. hy- 
draulically, are all conceptions and applications 
of science of which’ the preceding centuries had 
no idea. Distribution of energy for electric light- 


‘ing in houses and streets is also but a few years 


old, although, as before, the electric. are and in- 
candescent. were phenomena of pure science 
known to experts in the begining of the century. 
In the field of motive power engineering should 
also be included the great development of the gae 
engine and its derivative, the oil and vapor en- 
gine. While 1900 saw the first suggestions of 
motors of this class it has remained for the later 
middle of the century to embody these concep- 
tions into practical form and to introduce them 
on any considerable scale. 

Time would fail to speak of the progress ‘which 
is suggested by the distribution of water in. 
cities and towns, and the improvement in the 
country in health and in manner of life which 
follows from the introduction of systems of sewer- 


age and sanitation; the sanity and speed in rall- 


way travel, which has been made possible by the 
introduction of power. continuous train brakes 
upon railway trains and the introductton of tnter- 
locking mechanically operated switch and signal 
systems on the line; the significance to modern 
warfare of high-power explosives and the mod- 
ern long gun with a high muzzle velocity for the 
projectile; of the significance of the search-. 
light in naval. warfare; ofthe reduction of cost 
in bridging streams and ravines by the modern 
steel-braced structure. These all suggest an 
atmosphere of progress in applied science of which 
the year 1800 was without premonition.

THOSE who have not made a compara- 

tive study of crime as it exists in the va- 

ridus nations of the earth, it no doubt;seems 

that the number of criminals in America is un- 
usually and exceptionally large. . 

The publicity given to deeds of crime by the 
searchlight of the daily press is apt to convey the 
idea that crime, in spite of all modern methods 
of invention, is on the increase. 

As a matter of fact, while crime is deplorably 
prevalent in our crowded cities, we are to-day 
better equipped with methods of prevention, dis- 
covery and reformation than ever before in the 
history of the world. 

There never was a time when crime was more 
abhorent and repulsive than it is at the present 
time. While we do what can be done to reform 
the criminal himself, we have no degree of sym- 
pathy for this act. This was quite the reverse 
among savage nations. Among them crime was 
the rule and virtue the exception. 

Ancient history testifies that plunder and mur- 
der were the main sources of acquiring property. 
Even mythology makes crime triumphant in the 
other world. Ravuvavu was the god of assassins 
among the FPijis; Laverna was the goddess of 
thieves among the Romans, and the Peruvians 
had the goddess of parricide and infanticide. All 
these were held in adoration. Thieves are re- 
garded with high estem by many uncivilized 
tribes; and the murder of the sickly and the 
aged was the usual] thirig among the early nations 
of Europe. 

In the early part of this century in Great Brit- 
ain the gallows was in constant requisition for 
the punishment of many comparatively trivial 
crimes. Highway robberies were frequent. Travel 
was insecure, The streets were guarded by in- 
efficient watchmen and untrained constables. 


Prinsons were dens of disease and cruelty, and — 


justice was slow and uncertain. 

Progress in that coun has been nly due 
to the energy and ~aevoren St lone eee ‘who 
edi in 179. He traveled over 9,000 miles, and 
expended $750,000 of his own private fortune in 
his effort to ameliorate the condition of prisoners 
in Europe.

own. While all these masters, and | lally- 
Mozart, made reforms or. changes. in. operate 
treatment, either the musical tyranny of the peo- 
ple would not permit them to depart so radically 
frora the fashionable forms of their art as did 
thelr great successors, Weber and Wagner, or else 
they were unable to gain such a clear insight 
into the possibilities of the lyric drama as those 
later masters Of the art. The great achievements 
of Beethoven's life, who was born in 1770, were 
made during the present century, as his ‘‘Fidelio” 
and his Heroic and Ninth and Pastora) sympho- 
nies were written after 180. The beginning of 
the century gave birth to mén whose . 
are still in vogue, such as Bellini,.. te. 
Herold, Halevy and many others whose works 
are known to the world at large. 

Of the great figures of the century in opera I 
should name Wagner first, Verdi. second, Meyer- 
beer third, Weber fourth, Rossini fifth, and then 
in places of honor among composers Auber, Don- 
izetti, Bellini, Herold and Filotow. The jatter, 
while charged with being an fmitator of other 
national schools, has written two works that still 
hold the stage of the worlkd—“Martha” and 
“Stradella.”’ The century that has developed 4
